The best racing of the ’58 season was wit- 
nessed by those that journeyed to Montgomery, 
New York, on August 17th. 


Saturday started things off with a 20-lap Gran 
Turismo race. For eleven laps, this was a sen- 
sational duel between Morrow Decker driving 
a G.T. Carrera Coupe and George Fogg in an 
Alfa Sprint Veloce Coupe. Decker took a nice 
lead on the twelfth lap and seemed to have the 
race in the bag, but on lap 15, right in the middle 
of the double chicane, the clutch cable broke on 
the Carrera Coupe causing Decker to spin com- 
pletely out. Going into lead and finally winning 
the race was Norm Webb in another Veloce 
Coupe. Mr. Decker, who will remember to grease 
the rear adjusting nuts from now on, limped into 
fifth place. 










Sunday’s program began in the midst of a 
summer shower, with the F and G Modified race. 
The first of many surprises was the way Phil 
Forno, driving the Cunningham-Momo RS, out- 
dragged everyone for the first 7 laps. Bob Hol- 
bert took command for 6 laps, but Forno was 
pushing Holbert, waiting for a mistake. This 
battle, which had the early birds standing cheer- 
ing, came to an end as Forno broke a right front 
wheel spindle. Holbert, with a nice lead over 
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Vic Meinhardt, began to stroke, but the natives 


were getting restless . . . Meinhardt started 
knocking seconds off the Holbert lead. 


Rapid Robert Holbert, with his famous 140 
RS, managed to get enough from his silver bomb 
to win, followed by Vic Meinhardt, Don Sesslar 
and Newton Davis. Holbert drove for the last 
seventeen laps with no clutch . . . another amaz- 
ing exhibition of driving by the equally amaz- 
ing Mr. Holbert. 


The second race was another corker. Those 
leaning, bucking Alfa Veloces did battle. Like 
stock cars, they flipped (George Fogg) and 
smashed into each other in the chicanes—John 
Guthrie drove a beautiful race, which was in 
doubt even on the final lap, to beat national 
point leader, Bob Grossman. 


All the Porsche fans got their lap charts and 
stop watches ready as E. Pupulidy and the “boys” 
started their engines for race three. 


As the first lap was completed, “Piloto Pup” 
was in his familiar spot — First, followed by 
Harry Blanchard, Frank Wagenhofer and “Cap- 
py” Cappiello. Cappiello, as he came into the 
famous “double chicane,” made a beautiful three 
point landing in the hay bales, but was able to 
come back in the race. Pupulidy moved into a 
big lead, while Wagenhofer and Blanchard took 
turns passing each other from the 11th to the 
17th lap. With 3 big laps to go, Blanchard de- 


veloped brake problems and began to slow down. 


This was another exhibition of the true merit of 
a champion as PCAer Pupulidy, who had also 
developed brake trouble from lap 3, went on to 
almost lap the field and win, followed by Wagen- 
hofer and Blanchard, with Cappiello coming back 
to take fourth. 


The center of attraction in the pits, as every- 
one took at least one peek before the big Gov- 
ernor’s Cup Race, were the famous Scarabs of 
Lance Reventlow, the new golden boy of racing. 
Please be advised that the Porsche fuse box 
looked very neat in Lance’s car. 


With a roar heard all over the countryside, big 
bore iron got off to a wild start. As the 
“bombs” came into the double chicane, everyone 
thought they would never come out in one piece. 
The bumping and shoving was terrific . . . this 
was to play a big part in the race. Hansgen took 
command until the 9th lap, where Lance, in the 
“Woolworth Scarab,” beat him in a drag race 
into the chicane and began to be chased. In the 
meantime, both Crawford—Lister Jag and Daigh- 
Scarab had to pit to have body metal pulled away

WHAT KIND OF Ol L FOR MY PORSCHE 


The technical committtee of the Met. New York 
Region has been asked the above question on 
the average of twice a week for the past few 
years. The resultant conversation that this ques- 
tion provokes, usually leaves the inquirer still 
a bit doubtful. We frankly admit that we are 
not always positive of our advice, particularly, 
the oil question. However, we have come upon 
some concepts of oil that may possibly help you 
to add miles to your Porsche. 


Various engine lubricants experimented with 
in our region have been the following: Asphal- 
tic base oil, Pennsylvania oil, non-petroleum 
chemical lubricant, various base oils using molb- 
denum, and oils with graphite in colloidal sus- 
pension. 


Our conclusions are as follows: 


Asphaltic base oils—This is the worlds most 
widely used oil base, coming from the Arabian, 
Texas, and California fields. It will oxydize 
and breakdown after considerable usage. It 
offers, for a time, good boundary lubrication. 


Alifatic base oils—(Pennsylvania, West Virginia 
and New York) Offers longer time before break- 
down, but a bit less boundary lubrication. 


Chemical lubricant—The product Steen C, avail- 
able commercially, and a similar product used 
by the Navy, offer claims of greater boundary 
lubrication, and no breakdown. Unfortunately, 
this is at four times the price of premium oils. 
The “built up” Porsche engine is characteris- 
tically leaky. We also prefer to frequently change 
lubricant to avoid contamination from acid. 
Periodic changes and inherent leaks make this 
fine product too expensive for us. 


Oil with moly additive—A famous moly addi- 
tive product (not in colloid form) was removed 
from the market because of its rapid tendency 
to settle to the bottom of the crankcase and form 
sludge. Moly offers about the finest boundary 
lubrication. However, it can “burn,” form mo- 
lybdic acid, and cause hot spots in the’ cylinder 
heads, where temperatures can reach 700 Centi- 
grade. 


Oil with colloidal graphite additive—Graphite 
offers great boundary lubrication just short of 
moly. Particles in colloidal form are one micron 
in size. This is the basic molecular structure. 
Graphite in this size remains suspended in the 
oil, and is fine enough to go through any auto- 
motive oil filter. Engine temperatures are not 
sufficient to burn graphite. 


As you can gather, our current favorite is the 
oil with colloidal graphite added. The Porsche 
factory uses graphite in their engine assembly, 
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particularly, around walls of cylinder barrels, 
bearings, camshaft, and cam followers. Ad- 
vanced English motor companies, such as Arm- 
strong-Siddley, use colloidal suspension graphite 
oil in every factory engine run-in. 


What does Graphite do in my engine? 


At this juncture it might be well to mention 
that when one lubricates metal rubbing surfaces 
with graphited oil, a thin silky film is gradually 
formed, which has been termed a graphoid sur- 
face. In itself a second line of defense behind 
the oil film which lies on it, the graphoid surface 
has a peculiar affinity for oil. 


One can demonstrate this quite simply by 
putting oil on a smooth chromium surface, which 
is notoriously difficult to “wet” with oil. - The 
latter retracts into a globule, and does not spread. 
If, now, one forms a graphite film on the chro- 
mium, the oil will run over it easily. A study 
of this action with a scientific device such as 
X-rays, or electron defraction, will find that cer- 
tain oil molecules are “anchored” to the graphited 
surface, so making for a good oil film. Graph- 
ite’s quality of acting as a bearing is quite well 
known. Instead of the piston or cylinder wall 
wearing, the graphite “shears” at a very low 
rate of kinetic (rubbing) friction. 


Remember, use of moly or graphite in sizes 
larger than colloid form will cause deposit at 
the bottom of the sump. Colloidal milling is the 
expensive process used to bring graphite down 
to its one micron (one micron is one twenty-five 
thousandth of an inch) size. In this state, graph- 
ite will remain in suspension and not in clumps 
at the bottom of your crankcase. 


To conclude, we can generally state that all 
popular oils are equal to each other and are good 
enough lubricants. Whereas, a Texas type (As- 
phaltic ring or series ring molecular chain) is 
slightly better in boundary lubrication, it is a 
bit deficient in resistance to breakdown. Penn- 
sylvania (Alifatic—long chain molecule) is just 
the reverse in its attributes and deficiencies. It 
all boils down that personal taste is the only 
difference and that, at an even price, brand X is 
as good as brand Y. An analysis will find that 
many companies mix the two base types. The 
difference this makes to the engine is negligible. 


It is only for those who desire a “super lubri- 
eant” that we advise the inclusion of an E.P. 
(extreme pressure) additive such as colloidal 
graphite. Use here of the word “additive” is not 
to be confused with those used for detergency. 
E.P. additives are very expensive and for that 
reason are not in common use in engine oils. 
The expensive “hypoid” transmission oil in your 
gear box contains a very small amount of E.P.

LETTERS TO THE EDITOR 


Dear Editor: 


The combination of the announcement of the 
demise of the “Speedster” and the letter from 
Mr. Probstein concerning the “Americanization” 
of the Porsche in the July issue of Pano has 
prompted me to throw in a comment or two of 
my own. 


It would appear that Mr. P. has something. 
Although I was still driving a VW when the 
1600 series appeared and thus missed out on 
the 1500—1600 light-heavy steering controversy, 
later developments have continued to generate 
unfavorable opinions in the minds of many peo- 
ple, myself included. For example, the teardrop 
tail lights instead of the earlier round twins. A 
little thing, to be sure, but the effort would have 
been far better spent on installing an oil pressure 
gauge instead of that silly light. Now we find 
that the Speedster is no more. Instead, we are 
presented with something that would appear to 
be a stripped-down Cabriolet. 


I purchased a Speedster for two reasons: 1. 
It was beautiful and racy looking, and 2. It 
was cheaper than any other body style. It was 
also my first rag-topped car. After driving the 
car for 20 months and 40 thousand miles, I still 
feel that it is beautiful and racy looking and I 
have no complaints whatsoever. In fact, I recent- 
ly wrote a letter to the factory asking about the 
purchase of a new, more powerful Speedster to 
be picked up in Stuttgart next summer. But 
now I’m not so sure that I'll be going to Stutt- 
gart. While it must be admitted that I have 
not yet seen the new Convertible in the flesh, 
from the description in Pano, I doubt that Ill 
be pleased. If I wanted wind-up windows, I'd 
buy an Alfa and get overhead cams to boot. 


There appears to be only one solution. Since 
the factory seems to be listening to those snivelly, 
shivering sissies who occasionally write in Pano 
about leaky Speedster tops and side curtains, I 
would do much better to keep the present car 
and merely install a new, more potent engine 
and spend a small additional amount for new 
front end parts, etc., thereby keeping an honest

car and having enough left over for a dandy 
special for local 750cc racing. 


If the factory would like to improve on the 
Speedster, here is my suggestion, and I promise 
to be the first in line for one: In my opinion, 
the most perfectly designed Porsche body was 
that on the old 550 Spyder. Therefore, let the 
factory bring out this body in steel (for dura- 
bility) with the usual choice of Nomal, Super or 
Carrera engines, and Speedster style windshield, 
top handling (naturally, I would want the 
Spyder-type engine and gearbox arrangement) 
and appearance. I would also suggest that, if 
anyone complained that this “Spydster” was not 
perfectly weather-tight, the factory hand him a 
card that said: “Sie konnen den Teufel auf- 
suchen!” (Impolite German for “go buy an 


Alfa.”) 


Like Mr. Probstein, I feel that a factory can 
be too anxious to please, so much so that it 
dances to the tune played by a fairly small por- 
tion of paying customers. If people didn’t like 
Speedsters, people wouldn’t buy Speedsters, and 
the same for Coupes and all the rest. Sure, we’d 
all like to own Spyders or Carreras, but we can’t 
all afford these, so why discontinue a perfectly 
wonderful body style at a reasonable price (or 
as near reasonable as Porsche prices ever get) 
and bring out a b------ design for more money? 
Shades of Detroit! 


Naturally, any and all comments from the 
membership will be appreciated.

CHATTER! CHATTER! 

Bill Sholar, Potomac Club, had clutch trouble 
on his °56. A very bad clutch shudder developed, 
Ist gear only. The shudder was intermittent 
and did not seem to follow any of the standard 
clutch-trouble patterns. Nich Mattlinger did a 
very careful check and diagnosis . . . finally dis- 
covering that the clutch-cable-guide bracket was 
cracked, causing the intermittent mal-adjustment 
of the cable. Nick welded the bracket (making 
it stronger than new) and the clutch is now 
smooth as silk. Total cost $3.50. This bracket, 
on later models, has been beefed up and should 
not crack. So... before you let an “expert” 
haul your engine and replace clutch disks and 
plates to the tune of 50 or 60 bucks, be SURE 
to check the clutch-cable-guide bracket FIRST. 
RPM'S 

... Isn’t that TRINA a beauty? By the time 
you read this those lucky Meran bound PCAers 
will be on their way .. . plane leaves Sept. 28th. 
Please, for the last time, grease those clutch 
cables where the rear adjusting nut fits against 
the clutch lever arm and take heed of Tony 
Sowers . . . check those rear hubs. Speaking of 
rear hubs, the Carrera which broke its clutch 
cable on Saturday at Montgomery, ruined a rear 
brake drum on Sunday . . . Trying to finish the 
race, the driver purchased a new drum on the 
spot from PCAer Newton Davis, who had a spare. 
As everyone rushed to get the car back on the 
track, the important step of tightening the wheel 
lug nuts was forgotten. Result . . . first turn, 
Carrera went one way, the wheel another .. . 
Two ruined brake drums which list for about 
$50 a piece. MAKE SURE EVERYTHING IS 
TIGHT. 


REAR WHEEL HUB-NUTS 


Many of us have had difficulty with the rear 
wheel grease seals either on a new car or after 
having some repairs done. Usually, this can be 
traced to insufficient tightening of the hub nuts. 
When these nuts are properly tightened, they 
compress a rubber seal around the axle at the 
bearing and prevent seepage. On a new car, the 
grease slinger ring of copper squeezes down in 
several thousand miles and the rubber is no 
longer under proper compression. In the most 
recent models, the grease slinger is cast into 
the brakedrum, so this does not occur. 


It should be apparent from the above that the 
cure is proper tightening of the nuts. The fac- 
tory shop manual for 35 to 37 MKG (253 to 
267 ft-lbs).) This is a lot more than is shown 
on the average torque wrench. Fortunately, this 
torque is not critical as long as the nut is at 
least this tight. I have found that a Craftsman 
34” drive handle with a piece of 34” pipe 4 feet 
long slipped over it. works quite well. I usually 
apply my full weight to this pipe when tighten- 
ing the nuts. Most VW agencies use the same 
system and no one has yet been able to do any 
damage to the axle or nut due to over-tightening. 
A 17/16” socket fits the hub nut and is avail- 
able from Sears Roebuck or any good tool store. 


These hub-nuts should also be checked if you 
buy a used Porsche or VW as expensive damage 
to the brake drum and axle can result if these 
nuts are not tight. Do not overlook the cotter 
pin... I find that no American cotter pin fits 
correctly. A standard 5 x 45 DIN 94 cotter pin 
fits exactly and should be available from any 
VW agency.

PERCENTAGE CHANGES IN 
RALLY SPEED AND TIMING 


Percentage changes in either or both the given 
rates of speeds and the elapsed times in a rally 
are not too frequently encountered in rally in- 
structions. However, a knowledge of what ac- 
tually happens when they are encountered is basic 
to earning a low score. Even though the instruc- 
tions may not indicate that any percentage 
changes are involved, actually an odometer cor- 
rection is precisely that. Furthermore, weather 
conditions often dictate that the speeds on a 
given rally must be reduced and the easiest way 
to do this is to reduce all speeds by a certain 
fixed percentage. 


Now, just what does actually take place when 
percentage changes are injected into a rally? It 
is here that even some of the experts become a 
bit confused. Most everyone knows that when 
speed is reduced over a given distance, the 
elapsed time increases, and one is falsely led to 
the conclusion that if the speed is reduced by a 
given percentage, the elapsed time should be in- 
creased by the same percentage. THIS IS 
NEVER TRUE. Many a rallymaster has run 
afoul of this fact whenever he slows the rally 
down by injecting a reduction in speed, then 
trying to re-calculate the elapsed times. 


To better understand the problem, it is neces- 
sary to go back to the fundamental formula, Dis- 
tance equals Rate multiplied by Time. In any 
given rally leg, Distance is a constant and if 
you fiddle around with the Rate, you gotta fiddle 
around with the Time also, only in the oppo- 
site sense. Take a concrete example in simple 
arithmetic where 24 = 2 6. Also true is the 
fact that 24 = 2 X 12. Relating the two for- 
mulas together, it is easy to note that we have 
reduced 4 by 50% to get 2. However, the 6 
has been increased by 100% to get 12! So, it 
is easy to see that percentage-wise, the darn for- 
mulas don’t make sense. Rather than give up 
at this stage, let’s probe a bit and find out ex- 
actly what we did do. Well, we divided 4 by 2 
and we multiplied 6 by 2—real simple, except 
that we didn’t have the concept of percentage 
creating confusion! Getting back to D—=R X 
T, we can say that if we multiply R by any figure 
whatsoever, we must divide T by the same figure. 
Also, if we divide R by any figure whatsoever, 
we must multiply T by the same figure. 


Sure, all this sounds simple but how about 
the practical application? This requires that 
percentages be transformed to decimal or frac- 
tional equivalents. Everybody knows that 10% 
of something is a tenth of it. There, you see? 
The conversion is made. 10% is the same 
thing as 1/10 in fractions, or 0.1 in decimals. 
If something is reduced by 10%, you have 
90% left, or again in fractions, it is 9/10 and 
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in decimals it is 0.9. So, if some rallymaster 
tells you to reduce your speed (R) by 10%, 
you multiply R by 0.9 or if you like fractions 
better, you multiply R by 9 then divide the re- 
sult by ten. Now, if you are interested in know- 
ing the elapsed time (T) because of such a re- 
duction in speed, you could DIVIDE T by 0.9, 
or again if you like fractions better, divide T 
by 9 and multiply by 10—just the reverse of 
what you did to R. 


To get into the more common application of 
percentages, which almost always happens in any 
rally but is seldom thought of as such, let’s look 
at the odometer correction factor at the odo 
check point. Always divide your own reading 
by the official mileage to that point. The result 
is usually something close to 1.000. If your 
reading is higher than the official mileage, the 
figure is apt to be something like 1.014 in which 
case your percentage odo correction is 1.4%, al- 
though maybe you don’t always think of it in that 
light. Similarly, if your reading is a bit low, 
the result you obtain by dividing your reading 
by the official mileage may be something like 
.986, in which case your percentage error is 
again 1.4%, but it is the opposite direction. 
Now, if you happen to be the type of rallyist 
who prefers to get all the headaches over with 
at once, you will take all mileages AND rates of 
speeds given and MULTIPLY them by 1.014 in 
the first case or by .986 in the second case. Just 
in case you get interested in elapsed times, you 
would DIVIDE time by these figures. Fortun- 
ately, this isn’t required normally in the rally. 
However, there is always the chance that some 
rallymaster may insert in instruction which tells 
you to increase your elapsed times by some per- 
centage. Since you don’t know the elapsed times 
until you arrive at the end of the leg or legs, 
you have to convert the percentages to either dec- 
imals or fractions. Then DIVIDE the mileages 
and the rates of speed by the converted figures. 
This will give you the correct speeds to travel 
in order that the elapsed times will be correct. 


Admittedly, it is a mean trick to insert a lot 
of unusual or unnecessary mathematics into a 
rally since this is a test of how well you fared 
in the 8th grade—not a test of your rallying 
skill. However, there are sadists of this type, 
and the best preparation for such characters is 
a good knowledge of what goes on in percentage 
changes in rallies. Just remember the basic 
method: convert percentage to decimal or frac- 
tional equivalents. Determine whether the in- 
struction calls for changes in rate of speed or 
changes in the elapsed time. If it is changes in 
speed (most usual), then you must MULTIPLY 
the rates of speed by the converted percentage 


figure, and DIVIDE times by this same figure if 
required (this is usually a requirement on the 
scorers—not the contestant.) However. in those 
rare instances where the elapsed time is to be 
changed by percentages then you must MULTI- 
PLY elapsed time by the converted percentages, 
and DIVIDE the rates of speed by the same 
figures.
